Rain East and South. 

St. Louls was the apex of yesterday’s 
rain belt. It rained in all the states 
east of St. Louis in the area which had 
for its southern boundary an imaginary

Duluth. In a few New England 
however, only showers fell.

VENICE, via Paris, Oct. 16.—A 
drastic imperial decree has been is- 
sued in Vienna, giving wide powers 
to the Austrian authorities to insure 
the provisioning of the people at rea- 
sonable prices. Severe penalties are 
to be imposed on those overcharging 
for food, including $1000 fine and im- 
prisonment for six months. Many 
branches of the retail trade in Vienna 
are at a standstill. 

The Government has also under- 
taken to alleviate the condition of 
the rent-paying population by giving 
the people longer time in which to 
pay their rent.

22 GERMANS 
ARRESTED IN SPY 
RAID IN LONDON 


Prisoners Taken in Factory With 
Heavy Concrete Founda- 
tions and Roof. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 16.—The police have 
found at Willesden, a suburb to the 
northwest of London, a building occu- 
pied by Germans with foundations and 
roof of heavy concrete. They arrested 
2” Germans on the premises. 

The place was being used by C. G. 
Roberer, a German music publisher, as 
a factory. The police laid their plans 
and conducted a successful raid. In 
large force they surrounded the build- 
ing and then entered it and took into 
custody 22 German subjects. The fac- 
tcry is of one story. Within they found 
very thick concrete foundations, and it 
was discovered that the roof also was 
cf concrete and between three and fou- 
feet thick. The site of this factory at 
Willesden commands several important 
railroad junctions. 

The Paris premises of this same firm 
were blown up recently on orders is- 
sued by the French Government. 

The agitation of the London press in 
connection with talk of the spy menace 
against the employment of thousands of 
Germans in the hotels of the city, re- 
sulted today in an announcement that 
three of the large and fashionable 
houses were free of Germans and Aus- 
trians. This was followed by a similar 
announcement from two hotels in the 
Bloomsbury district. 

Several important hotels, however, no- 
tably in the Strand, are managed by 
Germans, and English help is not de- 
sired. It is stated that in one case a 
score of English employes were dis- 
missed by a German proprietor at the 
outbreak of the war. 

A man said to be a German spy, who 
wore a Belgian uniform and who was 
among the Belgian refugees, was arrest- 
ed at Doves today. 

A royal proclamation just issued 
forbids the “transit, except by post, 
which is subject to the censor’s scru- 
tiny, of any letter or written mes- 
sage to any person of any nationality 
carrying On business in the enemy’s 
country. It is further ruled that any 
person landing or embarking in the 
United Kingdom must declare wheth- 
er he is carrying any letters or mes- 
sage. Officers are empowered to 
search the luggage of a suspect and 
seize any letter, if they are doubtful 
as to its character, and submit the 
same to the military censor.

Crown Prince’s Army Again in 
Danger From Heavy Blows Struck 
by the Allies’ Right Wing— French 
Make Important Gains Around 
Rheims and Take Estaires.

LONDON, Oct. 16—Another thrust from the German sub- 
marine service has robbed the British navy of the cruiser Hawke 
and has raised the tally of the list of warships sunk by the Ger- 
mans to seven. To this must be added the virtual destruction of 
the cruiser Pegasus by a German warship at Zanzibar. 

The Hawke, a cruiser of 7350 tons, under command of Capt. 
Hugh Williams, was sunk yesterday in the North Sea, the grave- 
yard of six other warships which were the victims of German tor 
pedoes. f, 

The exact complement aboard the Hawke has riot been a 
nounced, but in ordinary times the men numbered 550. As he. | 
was built several years ago it is probable her crew was hot up to — 
the full complement. According to one report, she had only | 
aboard.

The Admiralty gave out the following announcement co 
ing the loss of the cruiser Hawke:

The Hawke is the British cruiser which collided with the 
White Star Line steamer Olympic, Sept. 20, 1911, near Osborne 
Bay, on the north side of the Isle of Wight. She received serioug

The British cruiser Hawke was of 7350 tons displacement. 
feet long, of 0-feet beam, and drew 2 feet of water. She was a sister ship 
of the Edgar, Endymion, Grafton, Theseus and Gibraltar, and was launched is 
1891. 

Her armament consisted of two 9.2-inch guns, 10 6-inch guns, 12 6-pounders, 
five 3-pounders, two machine guns and two torpedo tubes. Her complement 
is given as 544 men, but she may well have had fewer on board when she went 
down. 

The Hawke lost her ram in the collision with the liner Olympic in 1911 and 
since then has had a straight stem, 

The Hawke was commanded, according to the British admiralty list of Sep- 
tember, 1914, by Capt. P. E. T. Williams, and among her officers were Comi- 
mander Bernard A. Pfatt-Barlow and Lieutenant-Commander Robert R. Rose 
man. 

This disaster to the Hawke happened a little more than three weeks afteg 
the sinking in the North Sea of the British cruisers Aboukir, Hogue and” 
Cressy. These vessels succumbed to the attack of a German submarine, and 
with them some © British officers and 1400 men went to their death. 

While the Hawke was laid down in June, 1889, she was launched at Chatham, 
March 11, 1891 

Among her officers at the time of the disaster were eight cadeta. 

The cruisers Amphion, Pathfinder, Aboukir, Cressy, Hogue, Pegasus and 
Hawke and the torpedo gunboat Speed now make up the British formidable 
list of losses in warships in the first 19 weeks of the war. Against this the 
Pritish Admiralty claims four German cruisers, two torpedo boat destroyers, 
one torpedo boat, three submarines and ¢!ght armed commerce destroyers. Omit- 
ting the armed merchantmen, the aggree4te warship tonnage loss to England 
ie of course, much greater than tha* te Germany. 

In both cases, the lost ships, with the exception of the cruiser Amphion 
ard the submarines, were older craft used for scouting purposes, the ships 
intended for the sterner work of a fieet action being held in safer waters for 
the day when Germany elects to sally from behind her naval base of Helgo- 
land. 


French Almost Within Gun Range of

PARIS, Oct. 16.—The steady hammering by the allies of the German 
left wing on the French battlefront has brought them almost within cannon 
range of the forts at Metz. In spite of this menace part of the German 
Crown Prince’s army hangs on doggedly to the positions it has taken on 
the Meuse near St. Mihiel. The fighting on this end of the long battle linge 
is said to have been desperate on the part of both sides in the last week, 
though overshadowed for the time by the operations of the allies’ left.

In the early days of the war the Germans seemed to have the advantage 


of the allies in equipment and handling of machine guns. 


In this hilly 


wooded country the French have shown that they also can use them with

The German rush through the Argonne forest as well as in 


*he hills of Woevre, met with a telling force of gatlings from tree tops 
where guns were so cleverly concealed that it was impossible to detect them 
and every effort to regain lost ground cost dearly and failed. The French 
Alpine contingent distinguished itself in this rough country. 

The French are now in possession of the route from Nancy to Metz as 
far as Dagny on the Lorraine border and menace the route from Verdun 
to Metz in the neighborhood of Etain, endangering communication of the 
Crown Prince’s army with the German fortified camp. 

Besides the chasseurs, the 149th French infantry (about 3000) has cov- 
ered itself with glory. After taking a village at the point of the bayonet 
the infantrymen were obliged to abandon the place because of a murderous 
artillery fire. They went back to the attack on the following day, retook 
the village and held it in spite of a continual bombardment. 

An entire German brigade (about 6000) was sent to dislodge them, but 
the 149th held the position, inflicting a stinging defeat on their assailants 


and taking 160 prisoners. 


Regiment Takes German Trenches at Bayonet Point. 
At another solidly entrenched village the same regiment swept deter- 
-minedly forward, digging in step by step until they got right up to the

Alsace continues to be the scene of daily struggles for the possession of 
points of advantage, the result of which it is difficult to ascertain, as for- 
tunes vary so rapidly.

Steamer Service Suspended. 

The last of the refugees have come 
from Ostend and steamer service be- 
tween that city and England has been 
suspended until further notice. Thou- 
sands already have reached the Brit- 
ish Isles, adding to the multitude of un- 
willing expatriated Belgians. 

The British press today is inclined to 
class the taking of Ostend with that 
of Antwerp.

Whethar 
this be so future events only can show, 
but the British contention is that with 
the sea binding the German right it 
loses a weapon heretofore effectively 
used.

Being jam up to he coast 
at the north leaves the Germans with- 
out a flank anywhere. With no flank 
to turn, it will be necessary for the 
allies to break the line somewhere and 
the fiercest efforts to effect this is likely 
to continue along the Belgian frontier.

2000 Frenchmen Swim River Lys

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AMERICAN LOANS 
TO BELLIGERENTS 
NOT PROHIBITED 


Administration Disapproved 
Morgan Plan, but Had No 
Authority to Forbid. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—American 
bankers, individually or collectively, 
may make loans, large or small, to the 
nations of Burope now at war. There 
is no law on the statute books which 
prohibits it, and there is no ruling of 
international law by which they can 

be prevented from doing so. 

From the highest authority the cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch learned 
the foregoing, as well as the fact that 
when President Wilson stopped J. P. 
Morgan and a group of New York 
bankers, a few weeks after the outbreak 
of the war in Europe, from making a 
loan to France, he did so by dissuasion, 
and not by reference to any power 
possessed by the Chief Executive to 
force them to refuse the loan. 

The flat statement of the adminis- 
tration, issued through the State De- 
partment, that contraband and condi- 
tional contraband, including guns and 
ammunition, could be sold by Amert- 
can citizens to citizens of the Govern- 
ments at war, or to the Governments 
themselves, without violating the neu- 
trality of the United States, led to in- 
quiry today as to the making of loans, 
and the right of bankers and banks to 
do so. 

The statement was based on an article 
of the second Hague convention of 1907, 
which said: 

“A neutral power is not required to 
prevent the exportation or transit for 
the account of either belligerent, of 
arms, munitions and in general, of any- 
thing which may be useful to any army 
or fleet.”’ 

The administration feels that it shouli 
not officially review any loans bankers 
or banks have in mind making to the 
belligerents, and if the administration 
is asked to review such, the bankers 
and banks will be urged not to make 
them. But the administration, from the 
President down, does not want to take 
the position of dictating to the bankers 
or banks when they act strictly within 
the law governing the nation’s neutral- 
ity, and will not do so, even in the evént 
a protest is filed by one of the belliger- 
ent Powers. 

There is no information here showing 
that any bankers or banks are contem- 
plating making loans to any of the bel- 
ligerents. It is known that, In addition 
to France, Germany tried to persuade 
American bankers to make a loan in 
that country. It was said James Speyer 
& Co. of New York were approached on 
the matter, and only dropped it after 
the President, through the Secretary 
of State, persuaded Morgan & Co. not 
to make @ loan to France.

BRITISH EAPERT 
ARRIVES [0 GET 
JUR TRADE GOING 


Sir George Paish, Exchequer Ad- 
viser, Comes to Arrange 
Exchange Basis. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—Sir George 
Paish, adviser to the British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, reached New York 
today aboard the steamer Baltic to 
confer with Treasury Department offi- 
clals at Washington and bankers and 
financiers in this city in regard to estab- 
lishing a basis of exchange between this 
country and England. 

The Baltic brought 1515 passengers. 
The Mauretania also arrived here to- 
day. She had 990 passengers. It was 
gaid this probably would be her last 
trip to New York for some time, as she 
will be laid up at Liverpool for repairs 
on her return there. 

Sir George said he was here at the 
invitation of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. He was accompanied by Basil ~. 
Blackett, an official of the British 
Treasury. 

“While I am in America,’ said Sir 
George, “I expect to investigate the 
situation here so far as the handling 
of the cotton crop and its financing is 
concerned, as well as the exchange sit- 
uation. England is vitally interested in 
the cotton situation here. 

Hopes to Agree on a Plan, 

‘We shall discuss the whole financial 
situation with treasury officials at 
Washington and New York financiers 
and clearing house officials. I am not 
aware of any plan for the establish- 
ment of a gold clearing house in Amer- 
ica; in fact, we have no specific plan, 
but we hope to arrive at some definite 
conclusion after our conferences.” 

Sir George and Mr. Blackett said they 
thought that before the British mora- 
torium expired Nov. 4, some plan might 
be arranged whereby the London Siock 
Exchange might be reopened. 

‘Financial conditions in London are 
now practically normal,” Sir George 
said. ‘I consider that we are ready to 
weather any storm and we do not ex- 
pect any trouble when the moratorium 
expires. There is much gold in London 
at the present time and the Government 
will protect those who are unable to 
pay their debts, which are due on 
Nov. 4” 

America Ovwes 850,000,000, 

Sir George estimated that America 
still owed England approximately $40, - 
000,000 to $50,000,000 in gold. When asked 
if England would insist upon gold pay- 
ments, he said: 

“My reply is that, as a@ great and 
wealthy nation, you are just 88 anxious 
to pay your debts as we are to have you 
pay them. Your cotton exports at this 
season would normally pay the large 
balance against you. This is one of the 
reasons why I want to take up the cot- 
ton alituation while here.

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GRAIN MEN HERE 
MAKE BIG PROFIT 
EXPORTING WHEAT 


Langenberg & Co..Said to Have 
Netted $250,000 Since the 
War Started. 


Several St. Louis grain exporting com- 
panies have made large profits as a re- 
‘sult of the Eu-upean war. 

One report which has been widely cir- 
culatec in cummercial and financial cir- 
cles is that the Langenberg Bros. & Co., 
Chamber of Commerce Building, has 


realized more than $250,000 since hostili- 
ties were declared. 

Carl Langenberg, a member of the 
firm, when seen hy a reporter today re- 
fused to discuss the firm’s profits re- 
sulting from the war. He said most of 
the exporting “‘izims here had made 
mneney because of a clause, ircorporated 
in all «aport cuntracts, jrovid’ng that 
the c.ntract shevld pre void in case of 
the blickading of ports «8 a result of 
war. 

The Langenbergs and other ex- 
porters had sold large quantities of 
wheat to German purchasers before 
war was declared. They had bought 
the wheat at low prices and had it 
stored in their elevators, ready for 
shipment. 

On Aug. 1, the day war was declared 
on Russia by Germany, wheat sold 
in the St. Louis market at 88 cents a 
bushel. Today’s lowest cash quota- 
tion was $1.04. 

When German ports were block- 
aded the contracts with German pur- 
chasers were automatically made 
vold. Then England and France 
came into the market. 

Exporters here were unwilling to 
assume war risks and an arrangement 
was made whereby the English and 
French curchasers deposited money ir 
New York to pay for the wheat. Al- 
though the price of grain in American 
markets rapidly rpse this did not affect 
the exporters who had bought before 
war was declared. They had gotten 
the grain at comparatively low pricer. 
They shipped it to New York and re- 
ceived cash for it. All subsequent risks 
of shipment were afsumed by the Brit- 
ish and French purchasers. 

According to the official Market Re- 
rorter of the Merchants’ Exchange, tho 
Tangenberg firm exported 200,000 bushe's 
cf wheat last week. Based on the pricea 
prevailing before war was declared the 
profit on this shiprrent was $32,000.

PETROGRAD, Oct. 15, via London, 


Oct. 16, 3:15 p. m.—Fighting between 

German and Russian troops is now go-

Russian Fighting Line Now Extends 
160 Miles. 

LONDON, Oct. 16.—Taking the un- 
reconcilable dispatches arriving in Lon- 
don from Petrograd, Berlin and Vienna 
as a basis of information, it is almost 
impossible to detemnine with any ac- 
curacy the situation in the eastern the- 
ater of the war. The main armies of 
the contending forces, the Russians on 
one side and the Austrians and Ger- 
manks on the other, are in close touch 
over an immense front, which evi- 
dently will gradually extend from the 
Baltic to the Carpathians. In epite of 


the claims of victory here and defeat 
there, there is reason to believe that, 
generally speaking, the fighting so far 
has been confined to cavalry engage- 
ments and that a general action has not 
yet begun. 

Russian Artillery Effective. 

A Reuter dispatch from Petrograd 
says: “Refugees who fled from War- 
saw with the approach of the Germans 
are returning, the Russians having 
beaten back the German advance, chief- 
ly through the excellent work -of the 
artillery. , 

“Fighting is now in progress 30 miles 
from Warsaw. The town of Grodzisk, 
which was captured by the Germans, 
has been retaken by the Russians. The 
fighting a few days ago was within 
seven miles of Warsaw. 

“The Germans are making excellent 
use of aeroplanes, which signal by 
means of long black streamers when- 
ever they pass over Russian batteries. 
The fighting line of the opposing forces 
extends 160 miles from north of Warsaw 
to a point due south of Przemys). Halt 
of Galicia is occupied by the Russians.”’ 

A Reuter dispatch from Vienna by 
way of Amsterdam gives the following 
Austrian official communication: 

“Yesterday our troops occupied the 
fortified heights of Starasol, Galicia. 
Our attacks on Stry and Sambor also 
have been successful, 

“North of the river Strwiaz we have 
occupled the heights south of Przemysl. 
Our pursuit of the Russians over the 
Carpathians have been successful. We 
have reached Wyskow and Skole.” 


“Przemysl Surrender Near.” 

An observer from the army besieging 
Przemysli, according to a Petrograd dis- 
patch to the Havas Agency by way of 
Paris, has returned to the Russian cap- 
ital and reports the Russians have bom- 
barded the fortress unceasingly day and 
night with the result that the garrison 
has been destroyed. On Wednesday 
8000 Austrians attempted a sortie. The 
Russians allowed them to approach 
close to the Russian lines and then an- 
nihilated them with rapid firers. 

The surrender of Przemysl, says this 
observer, is only a question of days. 


Austrians Declare Their Troops Are 
at Russians’ Heels. 
MANCHESTER, Mass., Oct. 16.—Dr. 
Konstantin Teodor Dumba, Austro- 
Hungarian Ambassador to thi- coun- 
try, last night announced the receipt by 
wireless of an official statement from 

his home Government as follows: 

“After the last unsuccessful attempt 
to force Przemysl on the southern 
side, yesterday, the backward move- 
ment of the Russians from the fortress 
became general. Our own cavalry had 
reached the fortress from the west. 
The enemy, perplexed by the quickness 
of our operations In Russian Poland and 
Galicia, tried in vain to protect attacks 
on the fortress by detaching troops to 
the west, which could not resist our ap- 
proaching armies. The Fifth and Sixth 
Russian Infantry divisions, attacked 
by us at Lancut, fled toward the San 
River. A division of Cossacks and a 
brigade of infantry, In strong position 
east of Dynow, on the San, were re- 
pulsed.

What has happened is this: On or 
about Aug. ®, the right wing of the 
whole Russian military force, which 
mobilized back of Warsaw and on 
a line from East Prussia to Lem- 
berg in Galicia, stepped over into 
East Prussia, drove rapidly west and 
reached the fortifications of Koen- 
igsberg. and approached the line of 
the Vistula toward Thorn and Grau- 
densz. 

After 10 days of prosperous in- 
vasion, in which the Russians suc- 
ceeded in persuading the Germans 
to weaken their battle line in France 
to re-enforce their troops in the east, 
the left wing of that army, which 
constituted the right of the whole 
Russian army, was routed at Tan- 
nenberg Sept. 2, and lost heavily. 
As a consequence of this defeat, the 
whole Russian rignt under Gen. Ren- 
nenkampf was compelled to retire 
rapidly, to evacuate all of East 
Prussia. In fact, it was not until 
this army passed the Niemen that it 
recovered fully from the effects of 
the Tannenberg disaster. 

About Sept. 2 Rennenkampf again 
took the offensive, drove the Ger- 
mans out of Russian territory be- 
tween the Niemen and the East 
Prussian frontier in the struggles 
which have been named the battle 
of Augustowo, and presently was 
back on his old ground inside East 
Prussia and about Lyck and Wirbal- 
len, east of Koenigsberg. There he 
now is, still on the offensive, so Ger- 
man official reports concede, but ap- 
parently checked, at least temporar- 
ily, by the Germans, reinforced in 
turn. 

Still on Offensive.

LONDON, Oct. 16, 11:16 a. m.—A descriptive account of some recent 
developments and action in France, sent by an eye-witness attached to the 
British General Headquarters, is given out by the Official Press Bureau. 
The account is dated Oct. 13, “in France,” and is in part as follows: 

“On the firing line the men sleep and obtain shelter in dugouts they 


have hollowed or cut under the sides of the trenches.

These are now so good that 
it is possible to cross in safety a fire-swept zone to the advance trenches 
from billets in villages, bivouacs in quarries or other places, where the

IN GERMANY, SAYS 
AMERICAN WRITER 


Kaiser Defers Accepting 1,400,- 
000 Volunteers, Having All 
Troops Needed. 


HOLLAND FEARS BRITISH 
Many of Dutch Believe 
England Wants War, to 
Seize Their Colonies.

BERLIN, Oct. 15, by wireless to Say-

by the British for several days, I ar- 
rived in Berlin Sunday via London. 

America will be astounded when the 
real truth regarding British affairs be- 
comes known. Neutral ships are being 
captured avowedly to break up Ameri- 
can trade with Holland. Recruits for 
Kitchener’s army are enrolling very 
slowly. The English people are already 
expressing fears regarding the final 
settlement with Russia, and they say 
that is the reason Kitchener wants to 
get a big army. 

In Holland the mobilization of 400,000 
troops has just been completed. Both 
officials and people express open fears 
that Great Britain is forcing war on 
Holland in order to take her colonies in 
the event of victory. 

Berlin Unaffected by War. 

Conditions in Germany are absolutely 
normal. One would not think that war 
existed. The country and cities show 
no effect of the war, and factories, the- 
aters and cafes—in fact, everything—are 
in full blast. Trains are running on 
schedule, except occasionally, when 
halted for. troopers. Berlin is absolutely 
the same city as on my visit here last 
spring. 

One million four hundred thousani 
volunteers who offered to enlist have 
not yet been accepted because they are 
not needed. Only regulars are beinz 
engaged. The people have superb con- 
fidence in the ultimate result, 

Flags have been unrurled everywhere 
in honor of the fall of Antwerp. Every 
one is delighted, but there is no rejoic- 
ing. In fact, there really is a note of 
sadness as though in pity for the fallen 
enemy. The newspapers consider Ant- 
werp’s fall more of a British defeat 
than a Belgian loss. 


Confidence in Government. 
The Government, by adopting a policy 


not to deceive the public regarding 
events, has established absolute confi- 
dence. No statement yet made has been 
wrong. Absolute frankness and truth 
are adhered to even in reports of dis- 
aster. This is vouched for by American 
officers here who also can vouch for 
the following facts: 

After resting well on fortified posi- 
tions which the Russians dared not at- 
tack, the Austro-Hungarian army, aid- 
ed by the Germans, took the offensive 
in Galicia and Poland on the whole line 
Oct. 4. This sudden move took the Rus- 
sians by surprise and six Russian 4di- 
Visions (90,000 men, were completely de- 
feated at Lancut. The fortress at 
Przemysl had been besieged by Rus- 
ians, but their attacks were beaten off 

‘h enormous losses for the Ruastans, 
‘nm men and material. Their losses 
in to ‘ast attack were over 10,000. Now 
the cians have been compelled to 
» the siege and are being driven 
on the whole front in Hungary. 

The Russians who crossed the Car- 
pathians also were driven back and 
practically annihilated. In the lUzsok 
Pass alone 8000 Russians were killed. 

Austrians Take Offensive. 

On the Servian front the incursions 
into Hungary through Bosnia have been 
beaten back. More than 20,000 Servians 
and an enormous amount of guns and 
ammunition have been captured. The 
Austrian troops have taken the offen- 
sive. They have crossed the Drina and 
advanced far into Servia. Resistance to 
their advance seems quite broken. The 
spirits of the Austro-Hungarian army 
and the population are excellent. 

Americans here declare that stories 
of an epidemic of cholera in Vienna are 
absolutely false. Six correspondents 
are going to the front this week and I 
expect to be included.

Shot Austrian Heir, 
Regrets Ending 
Duchess’ Life.

ROME, Oct. 16.—Far from repenting 
the assassination cf Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand of Austria, Gavrio Prinzip 
is proud of his deed, as it was not a 
crime, but the pretest of Slav peoples 
against ‘he despotic organization repre- 
sented by the heir to the Austrian 
throne, he declared in court, according 
tc details received here of the arraign- 
nent on Tuescay at Sarajevo of the 
Bosnian assassin, his wife and 21 other 
alleged accomplices. 

It was not his object to kill a man, the 
vouthful Prinzip is reported to have 
said, but to show the world the despera- 
tion of the whole Slav population under 
Austrian domination. 

Austria Tramped on Them. 

After the Slavs had tried by every 
means, legal and illegal, to obtain jus- 
tice and recognition of their rights, 
Prinzip said, Austria continued to tram- 
ple on their nationality, language, cul- 
ture, religion and everything which the 
Slav nation as a whole or families as 
individuals considered most sacred, 
using all the weapons ‘at its disposal. 

“The moment arrived when rebellion 
was a duty, when the only thing possi- 
ble was to protest striking at the indi- 
vidual who incarnated such a despotic, 
retrograde and cruel organization,” 
Prinzip said. 

The: prisoner grew eloquent as he pro- 
ceeded, saying that he was no more a 
criminal than those Hungarians, Itai- 
fans, Poles or Irishmen “‘who, because 
of the same distressing conditions in 
their countries during the nineteenth 
century, followed Kossuth, Mazzini, Mie- 
roslavski and Daniel O’Connell in at- 
tacking tyrants and tyranny, regardless 
of the means they used.” 

Regrets Death of Duchess. 

Prinzip admitted that he regretted the 
death of the Archduke’s wife. He said 
he alone was responsible for the assas- 
sination, and that the others accused 
with him were more unconscious instru- 
ments than thinking factors in the 
crime. 

‘The Judge interrupted Prinzip several 
times during his narrative, but Prinzip 
insisted that he asked only the right to 
demonstrate his point of view, in order 
that he might not be considered a com- 
mon criminal. This was not, he said, 
hecause he hoped or desired to escape 
punishment. He knew before the mur- 
der that the sacrifice of his life was 
necessary to hasten the day of the lib- 
eration of his brothers, he said, Here 
the Judge stopped his remarks. 


1203 Officers nn Revised

The notes of “It's a Long, Long 
Way to Tipperary,”’ mingled with the 
Spanish-American war favorite ‘“‘Therell 
Be a Hot Time in the Old Town To- 
night.” The latest American ragtimé, 
among the chief tunes being “This Is 
the Life,"’ also resounded in the quiet 
English dales.

Along the road the troops everywhere 
were received with enthusiasm. The 
people expecting a wild west display.

Metapan, Which Was Sunk Out- 
side New York Harbor, May 
Be Refloated. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—With Capt. +4. 
Spencer and the main portion of her 
crew on board, the United Fruit Co 
steamer Metapan today lies partly sub- 
merged on a sandbar in Ambrose Chan- 
nel, scarcely 200 yards from the scene 
of her collision yesterday afternoon witn 
the Hawalian-American Line freight 
steamer, the Iowan, outbound for San 
Francisco by way of the Panama Cana’, 

The Metapan sank by .the head, but 
the forward bulkhead held against the 
inrush of water and Capt. Spencer and 
officers of the United Fruit Co. today 
hoped to be able to take off her cargo, 
and possibly refloat hor. 

Had the shoals been another hundred 
yards away, Capt. Spencer declared, the 
Metapan would have gone down with a 
probable heavy loss of life among her 
7” passengers and crew of 92 officers 
and men. 

The Iowan, which carried no passen- 
gers, anchored last night at the entrance 
tc Ambrose Channel. She wag only 
slightly damaged by the collision. 

The Metapan’s passengers were res- 
cued by vessels in the lower bay. 

The Metapan, inbound from Southern 
ports, carried a cargo of 30,000 bunches 
of bananas and 60,000 bags of coffee. 
The ill-fated trip to New York, which 
was terminated by the collision, was the 
first the boat had made to this port un- 
der the American flag. She was one af 
the first to change her registry when 
the new shipping bill was passed by 
Congress. 

She was 380 feet long, with a 50-foot 
beam and with full load drew 29 feet. 
The United Fruit Co. placed a value 
upon her of about $750,000. 


CASE LIKE CAMPBELL 
SUIT DECIDED IN EAST 


Change in Will Made After 
Witnessing of Original Held 


to Be Legal. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—An issue al- 
most identical with one raised over the 
legality of the will of Multimillionaire 
James Campbell of St. Louis has been 
decided in Newark, N. J., by Judge Mar- 
tin of the Orphans’ Court. 
It has been alleged that some of the 
bequests of the Campbell will were not 
included in the document at the time 
the witnesses affixed their signatures, 
and were filled in by Campbell at a later 
date. Some lawyers have declared that 
such provisions are not legal bequests. 

In the Newark case it was alleged that 
the first sheet of the will in the $2,000,- 
000 Runkle case had replaced a sheet 
originally there. The change was con- 
ceded, ®ut the beneficiary under the 
will contended that the substitution oc- 
curred before the execution ef a subse- 
quent codicil. Judge Martin held that 
the substitution would be presumed to 
have been made before the codicil, and 
upheld the sheet as a part of the docu- 
ment. 

William L. Hulick received a large 
legacy in the first page of the vill, 
which was contested by Harry Dunkle, 
the heir at law. 

Hulick was represented by Howard 
Taylor and Johr® G. Jackson of New 
York, and Dunkle by former Attorney- 
General Griggs. 


DRIVER KILLED, BOY HURT

Rain Kept Motorman From

Christian Buehler, 55 years old, of 1915

Warren street, was killed last night 
when a Wellston car struck his team 
at Nineteenth and Morgan § streets. 
George Wahle, 16, of 1640 North Nine- 
teenth street, who was riding with 
Buehler; was seriously injured. 

Rain at the time of the accident pre- 
vented the driver or the motorman from 
seeing more than a few feet, witnesses 
told the police.

OPEN BANKS BY NOV. 15

for First Payments to 


Capital Funds Will Be 


Issued at Once. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The Federal 
Reserve Board took decisive action last 
night to hasten the opening of the 12 
Federal reserve banks by announcing 
its determination to call at once the 
first installment of subscriptions te the 
capital of these banks. The payments 
are due on Nov. 2. 

The board decided also that the 12 
banks shall be opened simultaneously. 
The date probably will be determined 
after the conference with Representa- 
tives of the banks to be held here next 
Tuesday. It is believed that the banks 
will be In operation by Nov. 16. 

The first payment by each Lank will 
amount to 1 per cent of its combined 
capital and surplus. The total which 
may be required of each bank under 
the law is 6 per cent of its capital and 
surplus.

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WABASH RAILROAD 
PFORGANIZATION 
PLAN ABANDONED 


Committee Notifies Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission of 
Decision to Halt Scheme. 


BARKER DID NOT APPROVE 


Three Months of Effort Fails to 
Bring About Proposals Ac- 
ceptable to State Board. 


The Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion at Jefferson City today received 
from the reorganization committee of 


the Wabash Railroad, representing bond- 
holders of the road, a statement that 
for the present all reorganization plans 
had been abandoned. 

The decision to halt the reorganization 
scheme follows a three-months effort 
on the part of the committee to reach a 
plan which would meet with little or no 
opposition on the part of members of 
the commission or bondholders. 

It became known several months ago 
that at least one member of the Mis- 
souri Commission opposed the plan sub- 
mitted by the Wabash bondholders’ 
committee. Under the committee plan 
there was no provision to take care of 
damage claims against the Wabash, or 
claims for overcharges which were made 
during the period the reduced rates law 
was wnder consideration by the Federal 
courts. 

Attorney-General Barker of Missouri 
announced that he would go into court 
and oppose the reorganization for this 
reason and for the further reason that 
there Was no new money going into the 
Wabash property under the plan, and 
that nearly all of the new money to be 
obtained would go to Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
the New York bankers, who had agreed 
to finance the reorganization. 

The reorganization committee, how- 
ever, tikes the position that the failure 
of the reorganization plans are due to 
reduced rates and to a failure of the in- 
come to meet operating expenses and 
pay interest on indebtedness. 

The Reorganization Committee in its 
statement says that the plan for taking 
the road out of the hands of receiv- 
ers has been abandoned because the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the Public Service Commissions of the 
various states have refused to grant to 
the Wabash relief asked for. 

They say that operating costs and 
taxes have increased and that rates of 
transportation for freight and passen- 
gers have decreased. The road has ap- 
plied for increased rates and its appli- 
cation has been rejected. 

With the largest volume of business 
and the largest amount of gross earn- 
ings realized in any one year except 
one in the history of the property, the 
operating income of the property was 
for the fiscal year just closed the small- 
est in anv year save two during the last 
10 years, the committee states. 

Parsenger Rates Cause Loss. 

Because of the increased operating 
cost, increased taxes and reduced rates, 
the earnings of the property, despite the 
large gross business, fell over $375,000 
short of the interest on underlying 
mortgages and provides no return in 
the company expenditures made during 
the receivership. 

Under existing ‘passenger rates as re- 
duced by law, revenues from passenger 
transportation, it is asserted. is about 
one mill per mile per passenger car- 
ried, below the actual cost of operat- 
ing the passenger service, and the 
margin above cost of operating that 
service is represented by an amount 
less than the net earnings from mail 
and express business alone. 

From .06 to 1910, inclusive, freight 
transpoMation showed an average rey- 
enue over cost of one and one-half 
mills for each ton carried one mile. 

Freight Profits Small. 

Under existing cost conditions rev- 
enue from freight transportation ex- 
ceeds its cost by one mill for each ton 
carried one mile, or a decrease of 331-3 
per cent. 

Passengers, according to the state- 
ment, are now carried on the Wabash at 
one-tenth cent per mile less than cost 
of service, while freight is carried at a 
little over one-tenth cent per ton per 
mile over the cost of carrying. 

The statement is signed by Winslow 
S. Pierce, chairman; Robert Goelet, Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, Thomas H. Hubbard, 
Alvin W. Krech, Robert Fleming and 
Johannes Ludon. 

The Wabash reorganization plan, as 
submitted to the State Commission last 
June, called for the distribution of 
$145,016,000 In new securities, which, tn 
addition to the old securities undis- 
turbed,; made a total capitalization of 
$209,601,000 for the new company. It levied 
an assessment of $20 per share on the pre- 
ferred and common stocks, in considera- 
tion of which the preferred stockholders 
were to receive new stock at par and 
the common stockholders at 88 upon sur 
render of the old certificates. 


Pianned to Reduce Capital. 

There was to have been only one issue 
of stock. The organization estimates 
that it would require $30,280,000 in cash 
to perfect the organization. Kuhb. 
Loeb & Co, announced their willing- 
ness to act as bankers for the commit- 
tee and to arrange the finances as pro- 
vided for in the plan. 

J. Aspinwall Hodge, an attorney from 
New York, who represented bondholders 
who objected to the reorganization plan, 
said at one of the hearings: 

“Securities issued in the reorganiza- 
tion plan should not exceed the physica: 
value of the property. The reorganiza- 
tion plan contemplates securities of $209, - 
000,000 without any showing as to the 
property's physical value. Are we going 
to let Wall street inject water into this 
etock just because Mr. Pierce, chair- 
man of the bondholders’ committee 
wants it done? George Gould, after ac- 
complishing the foreclosure of the road. 
sold all of his Wabash stock to the pub- 
lhe.” 

The plan abandoned yesterday provid- 
ed for a total capitalization $10,192,877 
lees than the capitalization of the old 
corporation. 

The committee withdrew its rorgani- 


sation plan from consideration by the 


Missouri Public Service Commission 
three months ago, and announced that 
a revised plan would be submitted. The 
commission has been awaiting this re- 
vised plan, which. it appears from the 
statement of the committee, has been 
finally abandoned.

\C. W. MORSE’S CO. SUED 
FOR RUINING A RIVAL 


Financier and Navigation Firm 
of Which He Is Head, Are 
Charged With Conspiracy. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—A suit against 
; Charles W. Morse and the Hudson 
Navigation Co., charging conspiracy, 
was filed in the Federal Court today 
by the Manhattan Navigation Co., un- 
der the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
defendant’s methods in operating boats 
on the Hudson River are alleged to have 
ruined the plaintiff. Damages of $1,060,- 
000 are asked. 

Morse is president of the Hudson 
Navigation Co. and one of its principal 
steamers bears his name. The company 
maintains a passenger and freight serv- 
ive between this city, Albany and Troy. 
The Manhattan Navigation Co. operatcs 
two steamers between New York and 
Albany. 

In its petition the Manhattan com- 
pany charges the defendants ‘‘with 
having pursued for four years methods 
pursued for the purpose of accomplish- 
ing the plaintiff's ruin. The Manhat- 
tant company asserts that it has been 
damaged $350,000 worth. Inasmuch as 
the suit is brought under the Sherman 
law, the amount sought is three times 
tue damages alleged to have been sus- 
tained.

FOR THE CIGARETTE 
HABIT TRIED HERE 


Neighborhood Association Boys 
Wishing to Stop Smoking 
Have Throats Swabbed. 


An interesting experiment in breaking 
boys of the cigarette habit is being tried 
out at the Neighborhood Association, an 
undenuminational settlement hous? at 
817 North Nineteenth street. 

Mrs. Katherine Fertig, the director, re- 
turned from the East a few days ago 
and told the board of directors that in 
many institutions in that section they 


are swabbing the throats of confirmed 
cigarette smokers with nitrate of silver, 
which causes the one treated to become 
very sick if he smokes within 4% hours 
after. 

As many of the 500 boys who visit the 
association home are confirmed cigar- 
ette smokers. Mrs. Fertig requested that 
the treatment be tried here. The board 
gave its consent, and a city dispensary 
physician who acts as ‘‘big brother” to 
the boys there, volunteered to adminis- 
ter the treatment. No boy undergoes 
the exveriment unless he is willing. The 
solution is entirely harmless, the only 
effect experienced py the boy being a 
sick feeling if be smokes soon after. 


Tests Will Power. 
The physician believes in will power, 


as well as ~onitrate of silver, for 
curing the boys. If the boy has 
enough determination to quit the 
habit, he gives him a_ brotherly 
talk, but no solution. If he is small, 
and appears to lack the power, but 
wishes to quit just the same, then his 
tonsils and gums are swabbed with 
the solution. And in the latter case. 
if he dares smoke within 24 hours he 
becomes sicker than a land-lubber 
making his first sea trip on a storm. 
tossed ocean liner. 

When the clinic opened last night 
the physician took one boy at a time 
into the kitchen of the house. The 
first one wanted to quit cigarette 
smoking because he is going to high 
school next year and wants to make 
the football team. The doctor con- 
vinced him that he will never be able 
to make a touchdown unless he has 
the will power to buck the line 
against overwhelming odds. 

“If you quit for 24 hours you can quit 

forever,’’ he was told. 
“Ah, I don’t need that dope. I can 
quit anyway,’’ the boy said, as he went 
out of the room with his head up. 
“Give that stuff to the other kids, i 
can quit anyway.”’ 

The next one was a litle chap with 
bad lungs. He wanted to quit smoking 
but one look at the face showed that 
will-power would never do it. His head 
was thrown back, his mouth opened and 
the interior. swabbed, ‘ 

First Experiment. 

After he had gone our and the next 
one called in, he was watched. Going 
outside and around the corner he rolled 
a cigarette, and started smoking. Within 
a few moments he was a very sick lad. 

When the physician came out he hung 
his head, but became more sick. 

“IT told you so,”’ the physician said. 

“IT aint never going to smoke no more, 
Doc, I’m dying,”’ the little chap moaned. 

“I know you won't,’ he was told. 

And the rest of the boys who saw his 
plight and had taken the treatment, 
needed no swearing off to convince them 
of the efficacy of the treatment.

Jury on Eighteenth Ballot 
Reaches Verdict of Fourth 
Degree Manslaughter. 


Charles A. Gates, on trial in Circuit 
Judge Hennings’ court for the killing 
of Douglas Conroy last March, was 
found guilty of manslaughter in the 
fourth degree today and sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment. The jury. 
which retired at 8:30 last night, reached 
a Verdict shortly after noon. 

The verdict was a compromise 
reached on the eighteenth ballot. On 
the first ballot one juror voted for 
the death penalty, one for acquittal 
and the others for a verdict ranging 
from second degree murder to fourth 
degree manslaughter. 

Protest by the Jurors. 

The jurors, with their verdict, sub- 
mitted a written protest to Judge 
Hennings against the unnecessary in- 
conveniences to which they had been 
subjected for two days during the 
trial. With two Deputy’ Sheriffs, 
the 12 jurors were locked in a small 
dormitory, where they were not per- 
mitted privacy or comfort. There 
were no facilities for bathing and 
there was only a small washstand in 
the room for the use of 14 men. They 
were not supplied either with a brush 
The toilet opened directly 
into the sleeping room.

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HARVARD FOR FREE SPEECH. 

Harvard's decision not to accept Prof. Muens- 
terberg’s resignation on account of a protest 
against his partisan utterances concerning the 
European war is sound. Harvard, as one of the 
leading American universities, cannot afford to 
violate the fundamental American principle of 
free speech for any consideration. 

Doubt is cast upon the good faith of the Maj. 
Clarence Wiener’s statement that Harvard will 
lose a $10,000,000 legacy, but whether it will or 
will not lose the money, the suggestion that an 
American university of Harvard’s history and 
standing punish a professor for uttering opin- 
ions is abhorrent to Americans. That some in- 
stitutions dependent upon the fat purses of in- 
tolerant magnates have erred in this respect 
makes it none the less repugnant. 

In approving Harvard’s stand for American 
principles we do not justify Prof. Muensterberg’s 
course in undertaking a partisan controversy 
which offends all except his fellow German sym- 
pathizers. Bitter partisanship on questions af- 
fecting domestic or foreign politics or race feel- 
ing is not becoming in a university professor. It 
does not serve his institution, but, on the con- 
trary, injures it. This experience should teach 
the teacher a wholesome lesson. 

Nevertheless, regardless of all conditions, Har- 
vard’s prompt refusal to bridle free opinion and 
free speech within her halls and to sacrifice 
principle to sordid interest is another bright 
mark in her long record of service. Our fel- 
low German-American citizens who have been 
misled by intense sympathy into threatening pro- 
tests against free opinion and free speech may 
learn true Americanism from Harvard’s example. 
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SUBMARINE’S FURTHER SCORE. 

The loss in a submarine attack of the British 
light cruiser Hawke with all but about 50 of her 
men lengthens the score in which the destruc- 
tion of the Hogue, the Cressy and the Aboukir 
with 1400 men by Capt. Weddingen’s U-9 was al- 
ready a formidable entry. 

To whittle down British naval preponderance 
in isolated submarine and Zeppelin attacks until 
the two fleets were fairly equal and then to 
bring on a great and decisive battle at sea has 
always been outlined by the Germans as their 
naval strategy. They have made a good start 
on their program. The moral effect.of their suc- 
cesses is much greater than their effect on 
strength. The vessels that have so far come to 
grief are scout ships, which are peculiarly ex- 
posed, but if those can be destroyed, line of bat- 
tle ships can also be destroyed. 

The British are peculiarly helpless. Their 
fleets cover the seas, inviting attack at a thousand 
places, but the German ships are held in se- 
cure harbors of refuge. London has a great 
number of submarines, but German ships to send 
them against are inaccessible. 
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LET US BE FAIR TO BOTH. 

Nobody knows better than the trainman the ex- 
treme hazards of his work. Nobody has a more 
direct interest than he in conserving the re- 
sources of his employers. : 

He says the full crew law is needed, to reduce 

the appalling number of killings and maimings 
which befall men in his calling. Nine states have 
granted his plea. Missouri is asked to grant it, 
at the polls next month, by adopting referendum 
proposition No. 9. 
Railroad managers oppose the full ¢rew propo- 
sition, not because they wish to expose trainmen 
to any avoidable risk, but because it increases 
expense, and the roads are in no condition to 
carry more expense. 

If the people, through their rate-regulating 
agencies, will permit the roads to make rates high 
enough to cover the increased cost of full crews, 
objections to this safeguard will cease. 

Can the people do less than that? Not wisely, 
we believe, since the public pays far more in ex- 
piation of such casualties than it would cost to 
prevent them. 
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THE 1915 MODEL BABY. 
Lately the Franklin Avenue Improvement Asso- 


ciation has devoted laudable effort to improving 
the Franklin avenue species of baby. In fact, it, 
the Association, succeeded in evolving some hu- 
man infant specimens so near perfection as to 
score above 99 per cent at the recent Baby Show. 
The model which received the highest rating of its 
class (a 1914 Spring model) was pronounced eugen- 
ically flawless by more than one expert, and at- 
tained a final grade of 99.9 per centum. We are 
not informed as to what microscopic shortcoming 
is represented by the missing tithe of a decimal. 
Nor would we comment on it if we did, so+soon 
after the awards have been made, while public 
feeling is yet warm, family pride resentful, and 
before the judges have had time to get well out 
of town. ' 

We do not balk at the comparative trifles of 
picking flaws in Czars or Kaisers and we are bold 
enough when it comes to judging between presi- 
dential candidates. We have taken our life in our 
hands and judged an old-fashioned fiddlers’ con- 
test. We have shown the cold courage of a base- 
ball umpire at times. We have even dared to 
pass upon the relative merits of rival free bridge 
sites. But only angels buoyed by pinions should 
venture to tread upon eggshells; and if bitter ex- 
perience has taught journalism nothing else, it 
has taught it to preserve a delicate neutrality 
respecting competitive eugenic displays. 

In presenting for public discussion today the 
question of the perfect baby of the future, we 
lave no purpose to stir up not or neighborhood 
war.

We have been 
permitted to study the physician’s anthropometric 
test or standard devised by the Association's psy- 
chological clinic for the further elevation of the 
genus homo, and cheerfully recommend it.

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PORTUGAL AND THE WAR IN AFRICA. 

It is more than a coincidence that Portugal is 
reported to have declared war on Germany the 
day after the Boer revolt in South Africa is an- 
nounced. In that quarter of the world the little 
republic has power by no means to be despised. 

Of Portugal’s colonies, four times the size of 
Germany, nearly all are in Africa. There are 
her 10,000 colonial troops; there ply her army 
transports and her 22,000-ton navy, tiny, but 
valuable for river work; there is Delagoa Bay and 
its port of Lorenzo Marques. In the Boer War 
the British used this natural gate to East Africa, 
in spite of political questions at Lisbon. They 
may use it again, with active Portuguese aid, 
against Col. Maritz’s revolt, if it spreads; if not, 
it is a fine base against German East Africa, just 
as. Portuguese Angola, and the port of St. Paul 
Deloando menace German West Africa. Portugal 
can put in the field 100,000 troops, with 35,000 re- 
cruits yearly. 

In spite of a clash with British South Africa 
Company troops in 1890 a friendship of more than 
200 years binds Portugal to England. It was in 
1703, Queen Anne’s time, that the Methuen treaty 
admitted Lisbon wines to England and English 
woolens to Portugal on preferential tariffs. Six 
generations of gouty English squires served their 
country by making port their national drink. A 
hundred years ago Britain served a friend already 
old by driving out Napoleon's armies. British 
troops have since intervened in many Portuguese 
turmoils. 

When the war broke out the Portuguese Cab- 
inet announoed, Aug. 8, that they were ready to 
fulfill the t s of a century-old treaty and aid 
Great Britain if called upon. Germany has to 
little purpose stirred up revolt in South Africa 
if she has brought Portugal down upon her in that 
far region of this world-wide war.

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A POSTAL STEP-BACK WARD, 

From the New York Mail. 

It has been the boast of the Post- 
office Department under successive ad- 
ministrations that there has been pro- 
gressive efficiency in the prompt and 
accurate delivery of letters insufficient 
ly addressed. While urging corre- 
spondents to put street and number on 
the envelopes, so expert have the clerks 
become, particularly in the postoffice 
in this city, that few letters have lost 
more than a minute in time of delivery 
owing to lack of the street address. 

Now comes a new ruling from Wash- 
ington that such letters, instead of be- 
ing delivered by carriers, must be 
tossed into the “general delivery,” there 
to await the call of business houses to 
which they have been addressed. 

This is even worse than the order 
which abolished the back-stamping of 
letters and destroyed the only check 
upon the carrier service. This new or- 
der means the daily holding up in this 
city of thousands of letters without any 
good reason. 

There are thousands of w»business 
houses in this city so well known the 
country over that their mail naturally 
comes addressed to — & ——, New 
York City, without street or number, 
and there is not a clerk in the force 
sorting incoming mail, either in the 
postal cars or in the offices in this 
city, who loses a second of time in 
sending such letters accuratély to thelr 
destination. 

The order to shunt such mail into the 
general delivery is a bit of fussy de- 
partmental foolishness that merits the 
prompt veto of the Postmaster-General

The example of the St. Louis business 
men who are planning to finance a large 
part of the cotton crop ought to reas- 
sure nervous Congressmen. The presi- 
dent of the St. Louis clearing house in- 
tends to tell Secretary McAdoo that 
the Government need not concern 
itself with the cotton situation, as pri- 
vate enterprise is ready and willing to 
assume whatever risk there is in tiding 
the planters over the emergency. The 
cotton is to be stored in warehouses and 
the banks are to lend money on the 
warehouse receipts. 

This evidence that business is sufficient 
unto itself was not needed to convince 
experienced men of the foolishness of 
Government intervention. But there is 
a group of shallow-pated demagogues 
whose leaders always demand that the 
Government shall step in whenever 
there is an unusual business situation, 
as if the Government could suspend 
economic laws and change loss into 
profit by a form of words written on a 
piece of paper. All that was needed to 
save the situation was to give business 
men time enough to learn just what 
conditions are. Then business enter- 
prise does all the rest. And the same 
thing will happen tn other branches of 
trade if the Government will only keep 
its hands off long enough.

Mindanao, Timbuctoo, Pingelap, 
Banjermassin, and 10,000 other spots on 
the world’s rim, call.them with a voice 
that is soft and insistent, and they go 
forth to the naked one with enthusiasn.

Somebody 
once remarked that ‘‘Distance lends en- 
chantment to the view,"’ and there is 
good reason to believe that person was 
a missionary. 

This is a story of retribution. It is 
the story uf the Reverend Gideon Flum- 
lop and a shirt. A shirt is a peculiar

Marie, Rumanids Unloved Queen 


from all reports, is not likely to 

have an easy time of it. From all 
accounts, hers has not been a bed of 
roses by any means. For some time 
fi has been known that next to the late 
King she was the most unpopular per- 
sonage in Rumania. Unfortunately, too, 
her husband, the present King Ferdi- 
nand is not so very much beloved by 
his subjects, either. All of which, to- 
gether with the terrific stress now ev- 
erywhere in Europe, is likely to make 
the reign of both any but a pleasant 
one. Statesmen say it will be of short 
duration. Ministers, schooled in diplo- 
matic affairs, look with anxiety upon 
the future of the country. 

But with all her unpopularity Queen 
Marie is a woman of strong personal- 
ity. She has made a good mother, a 
true wife, and in petticoat politics, as 
good as the best of her kind, 

In his young days King Ferdinand 
fell in love with Helen Vacaresco, 22 
yéars old, one of the loveliest of Ru- 
manian girls, and daughter of one of 
the noble families. He wanted to mar- 
ry her and make her his Queen. The 
trouble at once began. He was shipped 
off to England, where he met Princess 
Maud, now Queen of Norway. King 
Charles endeavored to bring about a 
betrothal, but Ferdinand flatly refused 
to consider it.

With her 
came her daughter, Marie. Ferdinand 
was sent for. He saw her, frankly said 
he was afraid of her, and then went 
home again to Rumania. But the oli- 
garchy and King Charles were for the 
match. 


Here, ready for the throne, was a 
Princess of England, with splendid Rus- 
sian connections. The match simply had 
t» be made and that was an end to it. 
Helen Vacaresco refused to give up 
Ferdinand. Two years of bitter anguish 
fcllowed, But the oligarchy had its 
way and Marie «nd Ferdinand were 
married. 

Only after the wedding did Marie learn 
of Helen Vacaresco, then all too late. 

Marie's life has not been a happy one. 
Under the circumstances one cannot 
hold her culpable for her unpopularity. 
She has been indifferent to the kingdom, 
she has not taken the trouble to learn 
the language of her subjects, nor has 
she even taught her five beautiful chil- 
dren to love the country over which 
she now reigns as queen. 

Two of these children, a boy and a 
girl, are eligible for marriage, and it 
has been reported that the one is to 
wed the Czar’s daughter, Olga, while 
the other will marry Prince George of 
Greece. 

The Queen is the best matchmaker in 
Europe. No doubt when her children 
marry but little love will go with either 
heart when the ‘“‘match” is made. The 
Queen’s whole life has been, in a way. 
ruined because of her loveless mar- 
ringe, yet just such a life is being laid 
out for her children. The ways of roy- 
alty are queer, indeed, and in a manner, 
apparently, entirely all its own.

The arms of the royal 
house to which the present King belongs 
consist of qa golden lion on a green 
mound in a sky-blue field. The Monte- 
negrin flag sometimes bears one of these 
crests and sometimes the other. 

The word Montenegro means “black 
mountain.”” The country is very moun- 
tainous and the people are a hardy 
race, With tall, fair men to whom fight- 
ing is as the breath of life. Nominally 
the age of military service is between 
16 and , but really it is as long as a 
man Can carry a gun. In one of the 
former wars the present King, out of 
kindness, tried to prevent an old man 
of % from joining the forces that were 
being sent to the front.

MEXICANS. TRAN 
GUNS ON VERACRUZ 


U. §. Forces Strengthen Out- 
posts in Fear of Attack by 
Gen. Aguilar’s Men. 


VERA CRUZ, Oct. 16.—Evident prepa- 
rations on the part of a small detach- 
ment under Gen. Aguilar for an attack 


last nighte on the American outposts 
around Vera Cruz have resulted in the 
strengthening of the American lines. 

Some 200 Mexicans are in a position 
about half a mile from the American 
outposts and they have two mountain 
guns trained on the American soldiers. 
Their warlike activity is attributed in 
Vera Cruz to over-indulgence in liquor 
obtained at a house just beyond the 
American lines. 

Their boasts that they were about to 
begin an attack that would drive the 
Americans out of this port are taken 
more or less seriously on account of the 
persistency of the reports that Aguilar 
will not be able to restrain himself 
much longer and that the impatience 
of his men to enter Vera Cruz is ren- 
dering his control over them doubtful. 

Agulilar’s entire force is estimated be- 
tween 4000 and 6000 men, with several 
pieces of artillery. It is reported in 
Vera Cruz that Aguilar has wagered 
that he will breakfast in this city next 
Sunday. 


JOHN J. JENNINGS’ BOOKS 
TO BE SOLD AT AUCTION 


Library of Rare Quality Left by 
Former Editorial Writer of 


the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16—John J. Jen- 
nings, for 20 years an editor on the St 
Louis Post-Dispatch and New York 
World, gathered a library of rare qual- 
ity which his executor will sell at pub- 
lic auction Oct. 26 and 27, There are 
694 lots to be offered. 

Being a dramatic critic and the play 
reader for Charles Frohman more than 
a dozen years, he assembled such treas- 
ures as the “Prompt Booth” of Edwin 
Beoth and early editions of plays o* 
Dryden, Durfey, Shardwell and others 
H., had a splendid collection of early 
and latter-day poets. His cwllections 
of folklore, stories of superstition, 
magic, pirates. great criminal] trials 
deeds of highwaymen, privately printed 
letters of Ruskin and histories of Napvu- 
leon are unique. 

Jennings died at the age of 56, June 30. 
1909. He began his newspapér life on 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. In 1878 
he joined the Post-Dispatch and later 
went to the New York World. 

Jennings wrote a masterly work In 
refutation of the Ignatius Donnelly con- 
tention that Bacon wrote the Shakspeare 
plays, and among cther light and whim 
sical things, a delightful book on “The- 
atrical and Circus Life.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“Interest converged again today upon 
the rather striking developments in the 
markets for money an foreign ex- 
change. oe yesterday's action b 
various banks in lowering rates for call 


loans, from 8 per cent exacted in cases 
where the borrower was not a regular 
customer of aoe institutions, to 7 
er cent, other banks today quoted the 
per cent rate for all such business. 

“What was more, a few banks made 
large loans on call at 6 per cent, not 
only to regular customers, but in cases 
where especially high grade collateral 
was offered by outside borrowers. 

“The advance in foreign exchange re- 
flected the broad inquiry for exchange 
from a variety of interests. There were 
indications that out-of-town banks were 
still sending on oe ag supplies of emer- 
gency notes to their correspondents in 
this city. There was continued buying 
of New York City notes at prices close 
to the level of yesterday, except the 
two-year issue, which were a trifle 
easier. 

“The Government today gave out its 
preliminary figures on the country’s ex- 
port and import trade last month. It 
shows some curious results. The Sep- 
tember exports are shown to have de- 
creased $62,000,000 from 1913, and it so 
happens, curiously enough, that the 
country’s cotton exports in that month 
last year were valued at $65,700,000. 

“Nor is this all; for the total exports 
of last month, with the European mar- 
ket for cotton so generally cut off, were 
larger than those of any September in 
our history, prior to 1910. 
More Gold Goes to Canada. 

“There was $2,000,000 gold with- 
drawn for Ottawa, making altogether 
some $5,000,000 gold that has been 
sent there this week.-— The indica- 
tions ere that a good deal more 
would be sent in a few days unless 
the foreign exchange improved, and

“The demand for exchange on other 
markets than London was also quite 
broad, but it was evident that a good 
portion of the sterling bills that were 
applied for today would go to liqui- 
date indebtedness maturing in vari- 
ous foreign cities. 

“So far as the currency movement 
was concerned, the preliminary - 2 
ures covering ‘the operations of the 
banks with the treasury and with out- 
of-town institutions during the week, 

showed a gain from all sources of

‘ne lerger gain shown this week 
was due chiefly to the inflow of cash 
through the subtreasury, which evi- 
dently represented the payments by 
out-of-town contributors to the $100,-

be heard from in a few day 

“This decrease of $62, 000 — last 
year compares with a $77,000,000 de- 
crease in August, whereas {mports, 
which in August were reduced only 
8,200,000 from 1913, are shown to 

ave been cut down $31,800,000 in 
September. 

“Thus an ‘export excess’ reappears, 
amounting to $16,900,000; but owing 
to the relatively larger decrease in 
the exports, it leaves the export bal- 
ance $30,100,000 under September of 
last year, and, in fact, the smallest 
for the month since 1895. A change 
for the better in the relative posi- 
tion, later on, will mostly depend on 
three considerations—ma ntenance of 
our grain trade exports, increase in 
cotton shipment and a further reduc- 
tion in the import trade, which the 
situation would certainly seem to ren- 

e o 1. 
4 ia the banks received notifica- 
tion from the Federal Reserve Board 

ay over their subscriptions for Fed- 
oral reserve bank stock, but the cdll 
will probably be sent out today, for 
payment of the first installment by 
Nov. 4. This will mean, on the basis of 
the capitalization reported by the Or- 
ganization Committee last spring; a 
total payment by the banks of this dis- 
trict of $3,447,936. This would represent 
the first installment, or one-sixth of 
the total subscription required. The 
banks will have no difficulty in provid- 
ing the sum, and the indications are 
that much of it will be paid in before 
the time limit expires.

‘The banks did a large business in 
exchange, and it was evident that the 
offerings by the gold pool were not suf 
ficient to cover any large portion of 
the requirements, which have arisen in 
connection with the approach of the 
time when the moratorium will end in 
Great rBitain.
